Planning a New Route Through Al Rashid

122nd MPAD
CAMP FERRIN-HUG-
GINS- To find their way

around the Al Rashid district of

Baghdad. Soldiers from the 5th
Brigade Combat Team. Ist
Cavalry Division. depend on a
small team from the 123rd
Engineer Detachment. This
four-Soldier terrain team 1s
known around the forward
operating base for their ability
to quickly and accurately put
together a variety of topograph-
ic products, more commonly
known as maps.

Sgt. Jerry McCoy, a topo-
graphic analyst, said his team
has made nearly 2000 individ-
ual map products since they
arrived at Camp Ferrin-
Huggins in March. The team
produces all tyvpes of topo-
graphic products. They create
two-dimensional printed road
maps to full three-dimensional
flight simulator computer pro-
grams that allow an operator to
virtually fly through a section
ol the city.

“Based on what the mis-
sion requirement is,” McCoy
said. “We gather the informa-
tion from a database. and then
we compile all of the informa-
tion that we receive from the

terrain product.”

In this way, the terrain
team can create a tailor-made
map for each mission conduct-
ed in Al Rashid. A map used to
conduct a tactical cordon and
search operation might have
different information than a
map used by engineers to study
Al Rashid’s sewage system. By
using the latest technology in
topography, the terrain team
can create such custom maps,
made to order, for the com-
manders who need them.

“It enables the leaders or
whoever is using the product to
accomplish their mission faster,
and with only one reference.”
Sgt. Maj. Robert Carmel. of 5th
BCT headquarters. said. “If all
the data that you need for a par-
ticular mission is already on the
map, then it enables you to exe-
cute your mission faster.”

This method of creating
customized mission specific
maps from a database of digital
information is a significant

development in the world of

topography. It wasn’t long ago
that the Army was using base
maps and overlays to plan for
specific missions, explained
McCoy. Overlays are transpar-
cnt plastic sheets placed over a

“Now we get the hard
copy images from |the National
Imagery and Mapping Agency
(NIMA)] on digits,” McCoy
said. “It allows for a split sec-

ond decision to be made. It’s no
longer “1 need to see this on the
overlay.” and then it's like,
OK, 1t will take me two or
three hours to draw this on an
overlay.”™”

From Irag to Texas,
Fort Hood Soldiers will
join other federal branch-
es in closing today to

observe a national day of

remembrance for the late
President Ronald Reagan.

Reagan, the 40th pres-
ident of the United States,
died Saturday at 93.

“l have the utmost
respect for  Ronald
Reagan,” said James D.
Thurman, who  will
assume the helm of Fort
Hood’s 4th  Infantry
Division on June 18.

*He brought the mili-
tary back and was ulti-
mately responsible for the

removal of the Iron
Curtain.”

In Baghdad, Ma,j.
Gen. Pete Chiarelli, the

1st Cavalry Division com-
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mander, told his troops

that the “nation lost one of

its most noble citizens.
“President  Reagan
dedicated much of his life
to public service, first as
an Army officer in World
War I,
California and as presi-

dent.” Chiarelli stated in
an e-mail.
Reagan joined the

Army’s Enlisted Reserve
Corps at Des Moines,
lowa, on April 29, 1937,
as a private assigned to
Bravo  Troop, 322d
Cavalry Regiment.

He later was commis-
sioned June 18, 1937.

Reagan separated

as governor of

from active duty Dec. 9,
1945, at the rank of cap-
tain. His reserve commis-
sion terminated April 1,
1953.

“President Reagan’s
love of country and good
cheer were evident
throughout his successful
careers as an actor and
political leader,” Chiarelli
stated. “His earnest devo-
tion to principle and the
nation was evident in all
he did.”

“The nation grieves
today and we honor our
former commander-in-
chief,” Chiarelli said.
“Soldiers, airmen. and
civilians of the st
Cavalry Division pay a
salute of gratitude to
President Reagan and
share in his loss with his
family.”
